Commuter Faces Maze of 
Train Schedules. 


Despite the extra hour of daylight, 
commuters may well prepare to burn 
some midnight oil over their train 
time tables for the daylight saving 
period which will begin tomorrow 
morning at 1 o’clock. In fact, the best 
possible use for the first hour or two 
saved will de study ef the new sched- 
ules. 

At first Mush the average commuter 
will be convinced he has been done out 
of an hour—that he has to get to the 
station at 5 a. m. in order to catch a 6 
o’clock train to work. But when he 
speeds home he will enjoy the paradox 
of getting there before he leaves his 
office—according to the clock. 

Towns on Standard Time. 

Things are thus because most of 
the communities served by the sub- 
urban railways centering in Chicago 
will remain on standard time when this 
city will kite its clocks ahead an hour. 

Some of the railroads will make up 
new schedules in strict accordance with 
the daylight saving time; others will 

run earlier trains, but will adhere to 
standard time, and still others will 0 
both. This is not calculated to cheer 
the thrifty daylight saver any in his 
search for mental light on the ques- 
tion of the hour, to-wit: “What time 
is it?”

nition, and expressed a desire to re- 
establish a closer relationship.

HE GUN RANGE 
CONTROVERSY. : 


The seeretary of the navy announces that mos 
ships will be postponed 
until congress can act upen it specifically. The 
idea seems to be that congress voted $6,500,900 
tor the modernization program under a misappre- 
hension, believing that the gun range of the’ 


ington conference by inereasing gun elevation, 
The British government denies that ranges have 
been altered since the treaty was signed and ob- 
jects to our modernization plans as violative of 
the treaty. 
Accepting the British official assurance that 
range has not been increased, two questions pre- 
sent themselves. Does our progrem of modera- 
ization as to increase of gun range vielate the 
na val limitation treaty? State department officials 
tell our Washington bureau they have not been 
called upon to examine this question, but it is 
understood Secretary Hughes holds that elevation 
would violate the spirit of the treaty if not the 
letter. ; 

A reading of the treaty shows nething in the 
letter of the prohibition applying to guns which 
disallows increase of range. The prohibition reads 
as follows: “No alterations in side armor, in 
caliber, number or general type of meunting of 
main armament shall be permitted.” 

Increasing elevation dees not alter the “ gen- 
eral type of mounting.” It is accomplished by cut- 
ting away certain parts of the armor plate 60 
that the swing of the barrels may be raised and 
the range thus increased. 
But what of the spirit of the treaty? That view 
opens not only questiong of theory but of fact. 
The question-of fact is, in our opinion, basic. Mr. 
Hughes cannot come to à sound opinion that in- 
erease of elevation violates the spirit of the treaty 
until he knows what effect such increase would 
have upon the relative strength of the American, 
British, and Japanese fleets. The treaty did not 
maintain the status quo. It provided for substan- 
tially altering it. Though the treaty does not in 
terms employ the formula 5-5-3, there is ne. ques 
tion that the public was given to understand, and“ 
we believe the American delegates assumed, that 
this formula expressed the general purpose of 
the conference which was to check competition in 
naval building by agreeing upon an approximate 
or at least theoretical parity between America 
and Great Britain. If Mr. Hughes considers the 
spirit of the treaty, as of course should be done, 
it is the 5-5 formula that expresses it. 

Therefore we say that if the British main arm4- 
ment outranges ours, as we believe it does, it is 


is not a violation of the letter, to increase the 
range of our guns until there is the parity which 
is the essence ef the treaty. 

If there is good faith on both sides this ques- 
tion ought to be answered without further re- 
course to congress. But if our state department 
ia to resolve all issues against American conten- 
tion, by way of being magnanimous, it may be 
necessary to bring the whole matter before con- 
gress. If that ig done we trust the navy depart- 
ment will in the meantime have obtained all 
necessary data as to the relative—actual, not pa-

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THE VALUE OF PLAY. 


President Harding prodlaimed this week Na- 
tional Play week.” The purpose of the declara- 
tion was not te drive children to the playgrounds 
and vacant lots, or workers to the golf courses 
and tennis courts, but to ¢enter public attention | 
upon the subject of play. 

With children the necesgity is not to teach play 
but to provide facilities. Organization and in- 
struction in games is helpful because it develops 
the mind with the body. It fixes moral principles 
of fairness and good sportsmanship in the child 
mind. It also has an immediate beneficia) effect 
upon society. Learning the rules of a game and 
the principles of tportsmanship and the rights 
of others, they have less time to get inte trouble 
and are more likely to reject the appeals of mis- 
chief or petty crime as against the best code of 


sport. 

Thus we Gnd in St. Louis a decrease of 75 per 
cent in the number of Juvenile court cages re- 
ported in a single district after the establishment 
of a round. A Juvenije court in Passaie, 
N. J., considering cloging because the cases 
before it have fallen to almost none since sixty- 
eight basketball teams were formed among the 
town boys and a hall provided for their games. 
Other cities make similar reports, | 

Such activities return dividends both in cash 
and character to their commynities. It should 
begin with the children, but it sheuld not stop 
with them.

These tables ghow that the average 
man 5 feet 11 inches whg Hasses 30 puts 
on eight pounds in the next ten years, 
three in the next, two in the next and 
a little each year until abeut age 70. 
A healthy man should not put on any 
weight after age 30. Shegid he gain in 
weight thereafter, it is because he eats 
too much and exercises too little. It ta 
a sign that he is degenerating. It means 
an estra load on his heart and arteries, 
his kidneys, stomach, liver and other 
These are just 
the organs which break down in middie 
life and beyond. The increasing death 
rate due te diseases of these organs is 
the reason improved sanitation, higher 
standards of living and better health 
work is not reducing the death rate 
of people of middle age and beyond.

LO, THE INDIAN, is NOT so POOR. 

Chicago, April 25.—I have read with in- 
terest Mr. James Willard Schultz's reply, 
Published in this morning's TrisuNs, to 
my interview given several weeks ago 
to a Tetsung reporter on starvation 
among the Blackfeet Indians. I might 
say that it was partly because of his ar- 
ticle published in the November issue 
ot Sunset, telling of starvation among 
the Blackfeet, that I reselved to pay 
a special visit to their reservation and 
make à personal investigation. con- 
fess that I was quite indignant that 
such deplorable conditions as deseribed 
should be tolerated among these Indians, 
many of whom are my persanal friends. 
It is true, as Mr. Schultz suggests in his 
article, that in the past the Blackfeet 
have been made the victims ef intrigue 
and have suffered much. 

Kaaqwing these facts, I was resolved to 
get my information from other sources 
than government agents. I wanted un- 
adorned facts, and so, contrary te Mr. 
Schultz’s charge that I obtained my in- 
formation solely from those who were 
“employés of the Indian bureau er In- 
dian agency parasites,” it was obtained 
largely fram Indians and others having 
no relation to the Indian bureau. 

The rst home I entered was that of 
an Indian well on in years, 

“TIT am afraid you have been misin- 
formed,“ he said. “Of course there is 
some suffering.“ he continued. Look 
gut of dears. Do you wonder? Did you 
not get cold in coming here today? Is 
there no suffering where vou came 
from?

He explained his meaging by 
saying that when a family is furnished 
rations, presumably sufficient.te last 
until the next ration day, there dre cer- 
tain able bedied profligate Indians who 
make a business of fastening themselves 
tality until the rations have been ex- 
hausted. I waa informed that most of

entanglement. 
More Effective Than Armies. 


It is objected that no provision is 
made for the enforcement of the deci- 
sions of the court. There are those | 
who desire to see an international 
armed force to compel the carrying 
out of decisions. Those who make 
this demand generally gssume that 
there will bso substantial unity among 
those furnishing the armed force 80 
that it can be used. But when there 
is such international unity the power 
of public opinion is at its maximum 


while in the absenée of such unity the 
armed force ig likely to remain un- 
used. 
The truth is that the decisions of 
the court will have the moat solemn 
sanction that it is practicable to ob- 
tain. When nations agree to submit 
a dispute to a tribunal and to abide by 
the decision, its observance is a point 
of international honor of the highest 
sort. You can really have no better 
sanction than this and the obligation 
is one which will be all t 
ly felt when the decision is not simply 
that of a temporary arbitral tribunal, 
but of a permanent court supported 
by practically all the nations of the 
world.

None of the 
P. 3. CARB. amendments deats

fects in the present revenue law. They 
seek to contribute to the convenience 
of the public and the taxing offices, and 
also to safeguard property from sale 
for taxes without due notice to owner. 
“Because of the benefits that will 
immediately accrue to the taxpaying 
public by the adoption of these pro- 
posed amendments,” reads the Carr let- 
ter, “this matter is of paramount in- 
terest to your community and to every 
civic organization concerned in the 
taxpaying public. 


“Vicious Practices” Now Thrive. 


“The revenue law as it now stands 
permits many vicious practices upon 
which tax sharks thrive to the detri- 
ment and disadvantage of the small 
property owner. Upon assuming the 
duties of county treasurer about two 
years ago I immiediately noted the fla- 
grant evils of the present law and de- 
termined and promised I would do all 
within my power to bring about legisia- 
tion to correct these apparent abuses.” 

The proposed amendments may be 
roughly outlined as follows: At present 
the board of assessors makes its valua- 
tions as of April 1 and the tax rate by 
the state is usually announced about 
Christmas. One amendment proposes 
that the valuations shall be made as of 
Jan. 1; it is proposed that the board of 
review get the books in order before 
April and complete its work by July 7 
and that the state tax commission shall 
finish by Aug. 10. The tax extensions 
are to be made by the county clerk 
before Sept. 20.. Then every one will 
get his tax bill by Dec. 1. 


General Evils Untouched. 


In none of the four bills is the 
amount of taxes or the inequitable dis- 
tribution of taxation touched upon. No 
fundamental problems of the system 
are dealt with. It is claimed, however, 
by Mr. Carr that there are substantial 
benefits to property owners by this sys 
tem.
